out of Carrollton looking for a north-bound.” 
“You’ve got a north-bound, come on” 
“What’s your 10-20?” 
“Just passed the 210 marker, come on” 
“How does it look over your shoulder, good buddy.” 
“It’s clear clean on back to that ole Waco town. I’ll 
run your front door and let you know if I see anything. 
What’s your handle, friend?” 
“This is the Master Cylinder, out of Austin. Ap­ 
preciate that info and will keep in touch. I’m down.” 


“Ten-four, Mr. Master Cylinder.” 
This may sound like gibberish to some people but to 
the CBer ifs all perfectly clear. Master Cylinder is 
going south and wants to know if there is a Smokey 
(policeman), in a black and white, a brown wrapper 
(unmarked car) or whatever else in his way. 
On a recent trip to San Antonio, the traffic was fairly 
light, but almost every vehicle on the “super slab” was 
advertising with his CB antenna that he was one of 
thousands who have been hit by the CB craze. 
To be able to communicate on the highway these 
days, it is necessary to learn the language of CB radio. 
Four-wheel drivers (auto motorists), as do truckers, 
observe the 10-codes, but trucker terms add a new 
dimension to CB slang and are amusing comments. 
For instance, to warn of a Highway Patrolman with 
his lights on, the trucker indicates an “advertising 
Smoky,” and “Brush your teeth and comb your hair” 
means there’s a radar unit just ahead. 


To avoid strong language, the trucker will call 
someone a “cotton picker,” since persons using 
profanity over the air can be prosecuted and his license 
revoked, when he’s caught. 
For all drivers, the CB can be a source of con­ 
venience in cases of car trouble, accidents, or any 
number of emergencies that may occur. What is 
distressing, though, is the fact that too often CBers 
violate the airways with a constant stream of nothings, 
just to keep in contact. 
At times, however, very humorous remarks can spell 
the monotony of a tedious and otherwise dull drive. 
Even the names CBers choose for themselves give 
stimulus to the mind, as you wonder why or where they 
chose that particular handle. 
On this trip, for example, there were the Daddy 
Dove, the Red Rooster, Super Star, Sugar Cookie (a 


girl), Moonbeam (also a female voice), the Big 
Orange, and the Fender Bender. 
Also hitting the airways looking for a “Smoky 
report,” were such names as The Barbecue Man and 
The Race Horse—who turned out to be a rancher 
pulling a horse trailer on his way to Fair Park for a 
Fourth of July horse show—the String Bean and The 
Agitator. 
Sweet Thing struck up a conversation with the 
Rattlesnake, and the Green Hornet buzzed the Yellow 
Submarine while the Music Man hummed along. The 
Amarillo Gambler was on his way south to attend a 
family reunion at Harlingen, and his relatives may 
wish he’d stayed at home if his name had anything to 
do with his occupation. 
The Texas Gentleman was nice to Temper Temper, 
and the Riccohet Rabbit kept calling for weather 
reports. Apparently rabbits don’t like being out in the 
rain, and it was raining very heavily from Waco on to 
San Antonio. 
A call was received from the Plano Tomcat 
somewhere around Austin, while the Junk Basket, the 
Panhandle Candle and the Bootlegger exchanged 
pleasantries. 
Moonbeam reported that she was enjoying the 
Fourth of July just riding the “super slab,” but she 
peeled off at Hillsboro after confiding to the Bluejay 
that it had been good rooming with him. 
There were hundreds of others—voices heard via the 
airways in brief exchanges 
about destinations, 
locations of patrolmen, and weather alerts. The Anchor

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR FOLLY — Could you tell me how to get mildew 
or mold out of my suitcase? — LULA. 
DEAR LULA — Luggage should always be stored in a 
dry place so as to prevent this condition. At the first sign 
of mildew, wash off with warm water and soap and then 
dry well. Since you have had yours for a time, take out 
of doors and dry thoroughly. Then brush off any loose 
mold with a paper towel slightly dampened with 
denatured alcohol. Sometimes just rubbing with vinegar 
will do the job. —POLLY.
